The pecce of Crowne-gold called the New-dowble-Crowne, marked on the one ſyde as ſaid is, 
with the number of X. at the ſyde of Our Portrait, for Sex pounds. And the peece of Crowne-gold called the New-Britaw-Crowne, mar- 
ked on the one ſyde as ſaid is with the number of V. for Three pounds. And touching all others ſpaces of Gold which arc decryed and or- 
deined to bee broght in to Our Coyne-houſe, the owner ſhall :eceiue in Our Coyne-houſle inreaddic and thankfull payment for eyeric Vnce 
weght of Gold of XX11, carrets fyne, the ſoume of Threttie nyne pounds, Three ſhillings, Fyve pence.
